Only 
one general bill on the subject became a law. 

The act relatiag to banks provides that 
the officer of any bank receiving deposits 
while the institution is insolvent shall be 
guilty of embezzlement, and panished as a 
felon; the failure of the bank within thirty 
days after receiving a deposit to be consid- 
ered evidence of insolvency at the time of 
the receipt of the money. Stringent regula 
tions are also provided for publicity in the 
affairs of insolvent institutions in the hands 
of Assignees and Reesivers. 

The rate of taxation in municipal corpora- 
tions is limited to 2 per cent on the assessed 
valuation, except for taxes to pay principal 
and interest on bonded debt. Whenever a 
city is unable, for want of money, to meet 
current orders in the Treasury, it may issue 
what is known as scrip in full satisfaction of 
the expenditures, but this paper shall not be 
issned in excess of 75 per cent of the amount 
appropriated and of the tax levied therefor. 

The law regulating the sales under mort- 
gages and ¢rust deeds, executed after July 1 
next, is amended so as to forbid any sale of 
real property except by foreciosure and de- 
cree of sale. 

In the matter of our County Commission- 
ers, no committee of the Board is hereafter 
to let a contract or make an expenditure for 
over $500; and the Board shall not appro- 
priate over $500 except by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members. 

All saloons where minors are permitted to 


play cards are declared to be disorderly 
I houses, and the keeper responsible accord- 


ingly. All persons hereafter convicted of 
petit larceny, and misdemeanors, and all of- 
fenses punished by imprisonment in the 
County Jail, may be sent to the House of 
Correction and employed at labor.

The most important action regarding in- 
surance companies is that one condition on 
which they shall be permitted to do business 
suits instituted against them from the State 
to the United States Courts. 

The new law on the subject of interest 
substitutes 8 for 10 per cent as the rate at 
Which persons may lawfully make written 
contracts. All contracts to pay extra interest 
after maturity as a penalty for non-payment 
are declared illegal. It is an open question 
whether the law limits interest on contracts 
after dus to6 per cent or not, the law being 
Father ambiguous on this point. 
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law has also been improved as to matters of 
detail. A general law authorizing the estab- 
lishmerit of an industrial school for girls will 
be a great benefit, provided it does not re- 
sult in the establishment of a series of State 
charities to swell the list already in ope- 
ration. 3 

The last act in the list is a proposed 
amendment to the Oonttitution, to be voted 
on two years hence, having for its purpose 
to make the term of Oounty Treasurer, 
Sheriff, and Coroner four years, instead of 
two years as now, and making the Treasurer 
and Sheriff ineligible. 

The most of these acts are unobjectionable, 
and some of them, including the Revenue bill, 
of which we make mention elsewhere, wise 
and timely. While thankful for these acts 
actually passed, the people of IIlinois owe a 
debt of gratitude to the Legislature for the 
non-passage of the 1,200 bills which were left 
unfinished when the Assembly adjourned.

On Monday last Warn Hamrron, in the 
Senate, treated the country toa set speech 
of “‘ gentle phrases.” He extolled the army, 
claimed a share in its glorious history in 1812 
and in the Mexican War, and gracefully tes- 
tified to its valor in the War of the Rebellion. 
“Tt ig competent for Congress to declare 
under what limitations and under what con- 
ditions those appropriations (for the army) 
shall be made,” said Mr. Hawrron, but in 
no event,” he added, “ can I consent to aid 
in disbanding the army or impairing its effi- 
ciency”! Ob, nol. Mr. Hamwpron’s bosom 
„wells with pride” when he contemplates 
the valor of the army. Indeed he proposes 
to guard its honor, to put temptation far from 
it. He ares: Because I 60 regard it, no 
act of mine shall’ degrade it from its 
high rank, I um ‘not 80 legislate 
that against its own honorable instincts and 
traditions it shall be an instrument of tyran- 
ny in the hands of any factious party, or any 
Executive who may be so unscrupulous as to 
desire to use it.” ‘But this is not all. Not 
only will Mr. Hamprow cherish the army and 
preserve it from bankruptcy, he will take 
good care of the courts. Bless the good and 
true man! He says: Nor shall I assent, 
because of any differences of opinion be- 
tween the minority and majority, to close 
the courts of justice or embarrass the neces- 
sary and orderly life of the Government.” 
It is not long since Mr. Hamwprron had his 
hand at the throat of the Government. It 
is not long since he cried, “Stand and de- 
liver!” But. he got whipped, and now that he 
has won by the ballot (the tissue ballot) what 
he couldn't win by the sword, he is 
magnanimous. He will allow the courts to 
administer justice—provided they administer 
it with white juries! He will allow the 
army to exist—provided that the Command- 
er-in~Ohief—the President—is subjected to 
some restrictions in issuing his orders! 
These be the “‘ gentlest” of the great Brig- 
adier’s phrases. They contain expres- 
sions of patriotism—with a condition. 

There is, however, another side to the ora- 
tory of Mr. Hamprow. He leaves no room 
for doubt that in bis opinion the War settled 
nothing—absolutely nothing! He declares 
that the War Aas not changed in any way 
the relative powers of the States and Union.” 
Right here it is important to remember that 
the issue of the War was bluntly this: Has 
a State a right to secede? Mr. Hawm?r- 
ton, following Jon C. Catnovun, said 
Yes,—said it emphatically. Mr. L- 
oo said No with equal emphasis. 
Whereupon Mr. Hampron girded on his 
sword and fought it out on that line. It 
took several summers, cost billions of treas- 
ure, and hundreds of thousands of lives. 
Finally, Mr. Hampron yielded up his sword 
to Mr. Laxcotn’s representative. Now he 
says that long and bloody War settled 
nothing! Rather a singular proposition, 


Hampton ! 

But this is not all of the other side of Mr. 
Hampton's oration. He says: It is better 
to have turbulence in one or ten great cities 
than to have military despotism in the whole 
country.” This is epigrammatic and beautiful, 
both in sentiment and expression. But, unfor- 
tunately, it suggests an alternative which does 
not exist, and of whose existence there is 
absolutely no sign. When an orator raises a 
false issue the presumption is that he is dis- 
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army, the present Executive of the Nation? 

What do you mean when you say: The 
South asks to have strickett from the statute- 
books laws which are the product of distrust 
as much as were thé armies and navies” ? 
Would you hold no restraining power over 
the heads of bad meh? The event proved 
that the distrast of which the armies and 


navies were the product was well founded. 


The armies and navies were required to save 
the nation from destruction at the hands of 
desperate men. The laws in regard to 
Deputy-Marshals and Supervisors were the 
product of distrust of desperate men who 
actually cheated the people out of their rights 
at the polis! Mr. Hampron, the conclusion 
is irresistible that you and your party are 
fighting to clear the road to fraudulent elec- 
tions. All your sophistry cannot hide this 
disgraceful fact.

THE SPECIAL SESSION OF CONGRESS. 

Whatever may be the fate of the new legis- 
lation which has been prepared by the Dem- 
oerats to secure by indirection the practical 
nullification of the Election laws during the 
coming year, the issues on which the two 
political parties must appeal to the country 
are already made up. “The Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress has had its own way in 
shaping these issues, First, the House ma- 
jority was able to compel the adjournment of 
the last Congress without making appropria- 
tions, and now, after three months of extra 
session, the two Democratic Houses are no 
nearer their duty than they were in the be- 
ginning. They have frittered away their 
time making issues, They will go down to 
posterity as the “Platform-Oongross,” and 
the people are curious, enough to examine 
this apology for work. 

In the first place, these Democratic Houses 
began business by a revolutionary attack on 
a co-ordinate branch of Government. The 
American Constitation, unlike the British, 
is a written instrament which clearly defines 
the different functions of the Government. 
These powers were lodged where they are 
for a good purpose, and can only be changed 
in a constitutional way. All the fustian and 
bosh about the Commons refusing supplies 
to the Government of a hereditary King have 
no application, because there is no analogy 
between the cases. Britain went through 
her years of revolutionary struggle in set- 
ting up a representative branch in her Gov. 
ernment, Even there the Parliamentary re- 
fusal of supplies until concessions were made 
has practically ceased, since a vote of want 
of confidence can change the Administra- 
tion. The American Government is a very 
different piece of machinery. The Presi- 
dent and Congress are both elected by the 
people, and both are amenable to the people 
for the faithful performance and mainte- 
nance of their strict constitutional functions. 
If the President should be infected with a 
mad scheme to absorb the legislative powers, 
and should attenipt to sell all the patronage 
of the Government! o buy legislation, he 
would justly forfeit public confidence and be 
liable to impeachment. If he should con- 
spire with his Secretaries to so execute or 
evade the law as to increase his own powers, 
and acquire undue influence with the co- 
ordinate branches, he would be guilty of a 
very dangerous attempt to change or under- 
mine the constitutional powers of Govern- 
ment. The same rule applies to the two 
Houses. The veto has been lodged with the 
President, and it requires two-thirds of both 
Houses to pass a law without bis assent. 
There could be no more justifiabl exercise 
of veto power than when Congress attempts 
to weaken and cripple the constitutional 
powers of the President, and take away 
from him the means to maintain the Consti- 
tution, execute the law in letter and spirit, 
and defend the just rights of every citizen. 
| He would, indeed, be a contemptible and 
pusillanimous occupant of the Presidential 
chair who would consent to have the office 
shorn of the functions intrusted to it, thus 
destroying the safety and equilibrium of the 
Government. The threat was made before 
the whole country to starve and destroy all 
branches of the Government service unless 
the President should yield a function vested 
in his discretion by the Constitution, Such 
a position is purely revolutionary, and, if 
successful, would unsettle the powers of the 
Government and destroy that political sym- 
metry the people have ever zealously guard- 
ed, and which they will never forgive any 
party or any politician ‘for disturbing. 

So much for their revolutionary methods. 
Now, another word about the laws the Dem- 
ocrats wish to change. The Democratic 
leaders evidently want to cover up their vio- 
lent proceedings by appealing to ignorant 
prejudice about an army at the polls to 
destroy the freedom of elections. In the 
first place, there never has been an American 
army that could by any possibility be a 
menace to free elections by the people. 
\ When our little army has garrisoned several 
hundred posts and been scattered for the de- 
tense of our immense ffontiers, it is spread 
out so thin that men enough could hardly 
be gathered together to overcome & single 
ward club in one of our cities. When our 
National police force is galled upon at all, its 
sole strength is in its moral force as repre- 
senting the sovereignty of law. Asa brute 
power against the will of the people, it is a 
mere cipher. There is not now and there 
never has been on the statute-book any law 
which authorizes or cowld authorize a des- 
potic act against honest“and pure elections 
by the people. Statements of this kind are 
the merest bosh, and they must be very ahal- 
low, indeed, who can be influenced by such 


electioneering. 
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who overawe voters. Nor is the fear of 
fraud and intimidation an idle fear. The 
majority in the Lower House of Congress 
would never have been there if those who 


ciple on whieh the Government is founded. 
The exodus of the blacks from the bulldozed 
States admonishes us of the dangers of the 
negr future. The letter and spirit of the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments to the 
Constitution have been nullified by séveral 
States. There isa growing disposition to 
make elections a mockery, and if we do not 
step resolutely to their defense the Republic 
will pass away. Congress must secure a re- 
publican form of government to every State, 
and a republican form of government can- 
not exist where the rights of the humblest 
citizen cannot be protected. 

States have their legitimate place, and no 
party proposes to interfere with it. To give 
into the custody of States the safety of the 
General Government is still more obnoxious. 
We have had enough of that; and when thd 
Democratic dog thus returns to its vomit 
every sensible man must feel that it can no 
longer be trusted. | 

Yes, the issues are made up. On one side 
the Democrats revamp the ghost of State- 
Sovereignty, inaugurate revolution, fight 
honest elections, become a reactionary party, 
and resist the civilization of the period, On 
the other, the Republicans have intrenched 
themselves on a maintenance of the consti- 
tutional powers of Government, honest 
élections, and preservation of equal civil 
rights. They demand that the powers of the 
States shall not be increased, and that the 
General Government shall not be shorn of 
the power to preserve the Union. To these 
might be added many questions vital to the 
best interests Of the country. The issues 
aré made, and we mistake the temper of the 
people if the so-called Democratic party of 
to-day, as inspired, has proven itself fit for 
Government or demonstrated that it can be 
trusted. The people may forgive rebellion ; 
they will not deify it.

In the summer of 1878 McCrary attempted 
suicide by poisoning, and in the autumn of the 
same year Mrs. Draper made a similar attempt 
with a like weapon, both being unsuccess{u). 

Last evening Draper left his home, inform 
his wife that he would be absent until after m 
night. Instead of leaving the neighborhood he 
concealed bimself in a neighboring aliey-way, 
and kept a close watch on his wife’s movements. 
About 10 o’cloek she left the house and walked 
rapidly towards across’ street. Reaching the 
corner, she turned and met McCrary, and the 
two greeted each other with demonstrations of 
affection. Draper, who had followed his wife, 
drew bis revolver and rushed upon the pair. 
McCrary also drew a revolver, and the men 
opened fire on each other. 

it is impossible to gain reliable information 
as to which firea the first shot. McCrary fired 
twice, one ball striking a massive watch-chain 
which dangled over the abdomen of Draper. 
The chain was torn in twain, but Draper was 
uninjured. McCrary’s revolver refused to work 
further, apd he was at the mercy of his enemy. 
Draper was armed with a large seven-shooter, 
carrying a ball of thirty tcaliber. This he 
emptied at McCrary, one bal! entering the breast 
about midway between the nipples, ranging to 
the left and lodging between the ribs on the left 
side, from which position it was extracted by 
Dr. Cauffman. 

After emptying his revolver Draper rushed 
upon his antagonist, and the two closed in a 
hand-to-hand encounter. At tirst McCrary was 
the better man, but, growing weak from the 
loss of blood, he was overpowered, and Draper, 
clubbing the pistol, rained blow after blow on 
the head of his fallen enemy. During this 
struggle Mra. Draper stood near screaming at 
the top of her compass. The noise of the battle 
and the woman’s screams soon attracted a 
crowd, and the combatants were separated. 

McCrary was conveyed to his home, where he 
was attended by Dr. Cauffman. Draper pro- 
ceeded at once to the jail, and gave himself up 
to the Sheriff. 

At last accounts McCrary was stil! alive, but 
no hopes of recovery are entertained by the 
medical attendants. The sympathy of the com- 
munity seems to be with Draper. 


MONROE GUY. 

’ Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Br. Lovis. Mo., June 6.—Monroe Guy, a mu- 
latto, was hanged at Hillsboro, Mo,, this morn- 
ing before an enormous gathering, the county 
having turned out en masse, irrespective of age 
or sex, to witness the spectacle. By way of 
prelude to the hanging three or four riots were 
gotten up by the Jayhawkers who had ae 
sembled, but the Sheriff had organized a shot- 
gun posse of seventy-five, whose firmness pre- 
vented a fuller display of mob violence. The 
hanging went off successfully, the doomed man 
dying without a struggle. The crime for which 
Guy suffered was the murder, last Christ- 
mas evening, of “a colored man named 
Aaron MctPete, near De Soto. Mo., who was his 
rival for the affections of a young colored girl. 
The pair had frequently quareled on account of 
this rivalry, and, on Christmas Eve, Guy, who 
resided with bis mother and four brothers at 


De Soto, and was employed as a porter in a dry- 


goods house, borrowed a revolver from a frieod 
and went out to the Colored Methodist Church 
one mile southeast of town, where a festival 
was in proeress. Finding McPete there with 
his sweetheart, he sent a messenger to him with 
the request that he come out ot doors for a 
moment. The unsuspecting man wept out. 
Guy met him at the door, drew the revolver, 
put it to hie breast. and shot him through the 


heart. 

On W Jast the condemned man made 
a desperate effort to escape. The Sheriff had 
Cone to a neighboring town to secure the rope, 
black cap, and coffin, leaving the jail in charge 
of his wife and the keeper, a very ola man. The 
murderer. a giant in strength, at the noon hour, 
knocked down the keeper while he was handing 
bim a cup of water, wrenched the iron door 
from its fastenings, and ran into the jail vard. 
The Sheriffs. wife shouted for belp, and the 
citizens, with shot-guns, forced the murderer 
back into his cell. Had he killed the keeper, as 
he could have done, his escape would have been 
successful, © poor pegro, with tears, ex- 
claimed: “You oughta’t to blame me for try- 
in’ to ’scape; you knows it’s all the chance I’se 
got for my life. I was pretty near out; could 
have ’scaped had I killed old keeper, but 
didn’t want apy more biud on my bead.

THE GLASGOW BRIDGE. 
apecial to The Tribune. 


GLascow, Mo., June 6.—To-day was a great 


epoch in the history of Glasgow, fully 2,000 


people celebrating one of the greatest achieve- 
ments known to science,—that of the completion 
of the first all-steé] truss 
builtin the world. Before sunrise people began to 


arrive, and by noon the city and the environs 


were a teeming mass of humanity, but the 
most orderly assembiy, perhaps, that ever con- 
gregated in Central Missouri. People were here 
from everywhere in a 
one dundred miles, coming in er- 
ery manner of vehbiele, on steamboats 
and railroads. The celebration was held 
in a grove on the banks of the mighty Missouri, 
in full view of the structure which occasioned 
this rejoicing. The bridge is a beautiful piece 


| Of mechanism, and u ag substantial as the rock 


of Gibraltar, every plet resting on a solid rock 
foundation, and the substructure being built 
entirely of steel, every bar of which will bend 
double without bregking. It consists of five 
spans, each 814% feet in length, the entire 
length, including approaches, being 3,5773¢ teet, 
and was built by the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Company, under the supervision of Gen. Will- 
iam Sooy Smith, an eminent engineer.

THE NEW EAST-BOUND AGREE- 
MENT. 

The action of the General Managers at the 
Niagara Falls meeting, Thursday, in arranging 
another East-bound pool from Chicago, and 
advancing the rates on all classes of freight, 
bas been a surprise to the managersof the 
Western roads, who did not believe au under- 
standing could be reached at tant meeting. 
The General Freight Agents of the various 
Eastern roads were instructed yesterday to ad- 
vance the rates next Monday in accordance with 
the new tariff established at Niagara Falis. It 
is not probable, however, that much business 
will be done next week at the new rates. It is 
understood that all the roads have enough 
contracts on hand to keep 
awhile, and, by the time 
tracts have deen disposed of, there 
no telling what the situation will then be. 
present pooling arrangement is only temporary, 
and if the s irom other Western points than 
Chicago do not agree to pool their business also, 
then of course the Chicago pool will go to 
pieces again. But a mighty effort will be made 
to get tne roads from other Western points to 
agree. Much depends aiso on what points are 
selected from which the bus'ness is to be pooled. 
A pool from Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, and 
Indianapolis alone will neyer do. Milwaukee, 
Toledo, Peoria, and other Western points where 
railroads leading tothe East originate or termi- 
nate, must come in and pool or the arrangement 
cannot be maintained, not even fora short time. 
Suppose the business from Toledo was 
not pooled. The Wabash, Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern, and Canada Southern 
could do all the cutting they like, and the roads 
leading East from C would soon be com- 
pelled to cut their rates in order to save their 
pusiness. The fact is that every Western com- 
peting point would have to be included in the 

to make the arrangement effective. It is 
not believed in railroad circles here that a ton- 
nage pool as was upon at Niagara Falls 
will bring about the desired reform. The ar- 
rangement has been tgied several times during 
the last two years, andin each instance it has 
ignominoasly failed. The railroads leading 
East from this city are already complaining of 
the divisions made, and a)! of them with the ex- 
eeption of the Baltimore & Ohio claim that they 
fall short of what they are entitled to. This 
dissatisfaction will steadily grow as time passes 
on, and will no doubt finally result t another 
disagreement. The great trouble is, that there 
are more roads than there is business for, and 
each one is trying to ‘get ahead of the other. 
In the arrangements thus far tried, and in 
decided upon at Niagara Falls, no penalties 
are provided fora tion of the agreement, 
and railroads can violate the compacts if they 
choose with impunity. The bugbear that the 
Eastern trunk lives will refuse to interchange 
business with roads detected in violating the 
agreement has vo longer any terrors since it bas 
been demoustrated the road detected of 
crooked work always fiods an excuse to extri- 
eate itself from the dilemma. The Wabash 
Railroad violated the last agreement many 
times, and once or twice Commis- 
sioner Fink ordered the interchange of 
business with that road to be stopped, but in no 
instance was the order Garried out, and the Wa- 
bash always came out Of the wrangle triumph- 
ant. The favorite argument of Mr. Fink, that 
an East-bound pool is posstbie because the pool 
of the New York trunk lines from New York 
West has worked satis rily, does not hold 
water for one moment, The case is an entirely 
different ove. There aré but four lines lead 
West from one point, running almost paral- 
lel with each other, that are interested in the 
West-bound pool, but jn the East-bound pool 
there are numberiess roads running East from a 
large number of places Whose interests are en- 
tirely antagonistic, and which cross and com- 
2 with each other at every conceivable point.

prohibited to the States. By the Constitution 
sovereignty is gives to the Union, and sovez- 
eignty is reserved to the States, both by law. 
On the one hand, the Constitution, and:treaties 
and laws made dn pursuance of ft, ‘are the su- 

jaw of the land, and the United States 
hes sovereign power to make all laws vecessary 
and proper to carry that supreme law into exe- 
eution; while, on the other hand, the Constitu- 
tion reserves to the States respectively all the 
powers not delegated to the United States. The 
sovereignty of neither is absolute. That of the 
United States is boubded by the Constitution, 
and that of the States is timited only 80 far 
as the Constitution imposes that limjtation. 
The sovereiga powers of the United States 
u en in number, of great importance, 
and binding upon the ,allegiance.of every 
American citizen. The -United States has 
the power of taxation, debt, fuance, and com- 
merce among foreign nations as well as among 
the several States, the powes of ( borrowing 
‘money, of coining money and terulating its 
value.

THE CINCINNATI HO 
Six Persons Killed, and About # Dozen 


A portion of the floors of the 
by Pest & Co., which was burned out early yes- 
terday morning, fell between 8 and 4 im the 
afternoon with a deafening crash. The sleepers 
supporting the floor were partially burned off 
during the fire, bat after an inspection yester- 
day were pronounced still sufficiently strong to 
render them entirely safe. Upon the strength 
of this assurance about forty men went to work 
to clear out the debris made by the fire in order 
that the establishment, which was being ran to 
its utmost capacity, might he again in working 
order by to-day. At the time named, a portion 
of the roof fell in, causing à section of the cen- 
tral part of the fifth floor, about thirty feet 
square, to break down, and u tara te carry a 
like seetion of the remaining four floors to fall, 
with ali in the way of stock and machinery which 
they supported, into the cellar. 80 far as is 
now known, five of the workmen were killea by 
the accident, and another is.eupposed to still be 
buried in the debris. Twelve others were burt, 
some seriously, but none, I is thought, fatally. 

Engines were soon on dhe ground, and the 
firemen were quickly at work in different parts

FARM DRAINAGE. 

On Wednesday, Jan. 22, 1879, the Illinols State 
1 Asscciation was organized iu Spring- 
— . * by electing W. W. Arnold President 
and D. H. Harts Secretary. 

The object of the Association was stated to be 
the best method of securing more thorough 
drainage, aud to recommend to the General As- 
sembly che passage of such laws as would in- 
sure the result. . 

After discussion by those present, 
whom were several members of the Ge 
Assembly, a committee, consist of Capt. 
Williom Ellis of Greentield, . T. R. Prime of 
Dwight, and James M. Bourne, drainage n- 
gioecr, of Springtield, III., were appointed to 
draft a bill expreseing the sense of the Associa- 
tion on the subject. under consideration for 
presentation to the General Assembly, and to 
also disseminate such information in — to 
the drainage question as would best advance 
the interests of the people concerned therein. 

At the mecting of the Engineers’ Club of the 
Northwest in February, 187, Mr. Bourne was 
appointed one of a committee to report on the 
bills then under consideration. in the Legisla- 
ture for the framing of laws relating to drain- 
age; and ata subsequent meeting he was ap- 
pointed one of a committee to draft a bill upon 
the subject. How deserving Mr. was of 
the compliments paid bim, and the reliance 
placed iu his ability to meet the requirements of 
the people, will be determined bya trial 
House Bill No. 905, which was sc ably advo- 
cated by Mr. McKinlay, Representative <rom 
Edgar County, and Senator Hunt, from the 
saine county.

been withheld, milk from any cause known to 
be unwholesome, or milk from cows kept in a 
crowded or unhealthy condition, or cows fed on 
distillery waste, usually called ‘‘swill¥’. It also 
requires venders of skimmed milk to have the 
cans in which such milk is carried plainly and 
couspicucusly marked ‘skimmed milk,” and 
also the pame of the yender, and the locality 
from. which the milk came. 

An act was also passed to prevent frauds in 
the manufacture and sale of butter and cheese, 
renders it a penal offense to manufacture, sell, 
or offer for saie any substance purporting to be 
butter or cheese which is not made from pure 
cream, or pure milk. It also provides for the 
labeling of all such substances in plain letters. 


MINES. 
HOUSE BILL NO. 160, 

known as the Miners’ bill, has for its object the 
preservation of life and health to persons em- 
ployed in coal mines. The act requires all mine 
operators employing ten men or more to file for 
inspection in fhe offices of such coal mine, the 
County Inspector, and the County Recorder a 
true map or plan of such coal mine, showing 
every vein thereof, the inclination of strata, 
etc., which map or plan shall be corrected in 
December ef each year, as the work of the 
mine progresses.

THE NORTHWEST AND CHICAGO. 
A history of the Discovery and Conquests 
of the Northwest, with a History of Chicago,” 
has been undertaken by President Rufus Bian- 
chard, of Wheaton College. Dr. Blanchard has 
decided to issue the work in flve, or at the most 
six, parts. Of these, the first has already ap- 
peared, It covers 125 octavo bages,. the period 
from the first discovery of the conntry up to and 
including the Peace Council at Detroit in 1764. 
This is rather a summary view of the subject. it 
must be admitted; but, for the purposes of this 
book, it is quite sufficient. Dr. Blanchard’s 
plan contemplates a full history of the City of 
Chicago, and this part oi bis work will grow 
very rapidly on bis bands as be advances in the 
present ceotury. The Northwest before the 
French and Indian War hardly had a history;

pay for ont of the Chantrey fund. It is one of 
four pictgres so bought, and certainly not the 
least meritorious of the four. The title of it is 
The Waning of the Year,’ and it appears On the 
catalogue with all the honors of an italic an- 
nouncement of its purchase under the terms of 
the Chantrey bequest. Too late, the Council 
discovered two things: that the Chantrey be- 
quest was expressly given for the encouragement 
of British art, and that Mr. Ernest Parton is an 
American. To add to his sins, our young coun- 
tryman. bas committea the ve offense of 
stud in France, where re are many 
facilities tor instruction, instead of in England, 
where there are few. It is needless to say that 
Mr. Parton is in no way responsible for the act 
of the Academy; or to no other extent responsi- 
ble than in painting one of the four most meri- 
torious pictures of the year. The Council say 
they supposed Mr. Parton to pe an Englishman, 
because be gave an address in Newman street, 
London, but sioce that was bis actual address, aud 
the giving it required by the rules of the Academy 
when Ine picture was sent in for exhibition, his 
act does not seem extremtiy ible.

St. Louis was yesterday reported 2}¢¢ per bu 
lower on all grades of wheat. 

The leading sensation iu commercial circles 
yesterday was the report that te rail freichts 
have been advanced 5c, the new tariff being 
180 per 100 Ibs to New York as a basis, and to 
go into effect next Monday. There was a slizht 
stiffening in spot corn and oats in consequence, 
though people were by no means agreed that 


| the new rates will be maintained. Some held 


that if the agreement be substantially the one 
proposed by Vanderbilt it will stand, otherwise 
not. 

It was remarked that, so far as reported, the 
Freight Convention had ‘not fixed rates from 
St. Louis to the seaboard. No one will deny 
that 15e from Chicago is low enough provided 
that equivaient figures are charged from other 
points, while 5c would be too high if other 
places could obtain the same service for 3c. 
There is too much of a disposition among rail- 
road officials to uvite on Chicago and leave 
competition open otherwise. 

This action of the railroads will possibly put 
an end to an evi] under which not a few of our 
grain-handlers are groaning, though it will not 
repair the damage they have already sui- 
fered. We have in mind the case of 
one man who has had «a live 
of cars of corn standing for several 
days past on one of the tracks in this city. He 
had previously sold the grain to be delivered 
free on board cars here, and made a contract 
for the cars to go East, but is now informea 
that he cannot have them. The switebing of 
the grain to the elevator and the first storage 
charges, etc., will make the loss amount to not 
much less than $1,000. And this is not a soli- 
tary case, though the largest that has been re- 
ported thus far. 

Tus Trreunz of yesterday contained an arti- 
cle setting forth the views of Mr. Lowe, of 
Highfield House (Eng.) Observatory, in rela- 
tion to weather cycles, This reminds us that 
H. K. Jackson, in a recent issue of Dornbusch, 
seems decidedly disposed to poke fun at the 
theory. That is, Mr’ Jackson would de 
style permitted 
it. Mr. Jackson seems, however, to slightly 
overstate the position. He writes: I havea 
curve line drawn through a large number of 
years, by Sir Jonn Herschel, which satisfied him 
good wheat years coincided with the position 
of the planet Jupiter in nearness to the sun.“ 
If the memory of the writer fail not, Herschel 
did makesome such comparison, but was not 
satigfied that a coincidence existed. The follow- 
ing language of Mr. J. is more to the point: 

There can really be po present expectation that 
1879 can give a grain yield at all equal to the finest 
one of our epoch, that of 1868, and the chances 
are decidedly on this Monday of May. that a cruel 
spring bas ueathed sucha starveling plaut that 
the best nursing of summer cannot trans form it in- 
to an opulest wheat feld. Tuere is vet time for 
great improvement to de made, but a May with- 
out a wheat ear, and one is not ted to be 
found this month, can hardly be followed bya 
plentiful harvest. 

A correspondent has compiled the following 
comparative view of the movement of pork 
product iu this city during the first ve months 


of the present year: 


‘These figures show an excess in receipts of 
17,813 bris pork, 20,340,009 Ibs lard, and 22,671,- 
505 Ibs meats; while the shipments show a de- 
ficiency of 12,080 bris pork, 1, 980,894 Ibs lard, 
and a gain of 9,473,341 Ibs meats. There is thus 
a large increase of stock all round, without 
taking into account the fact that the recepts of 
hoes also exceed those of the same time in 
1878.

The demand more 
than meets general expectations, the volume of 


sales being considerably in excess of last year at 


a corresponding period. Prices continue to 
show great strength. Groceries were reported 
fairly active, with prices ruling steady and un- 
changed. Coffees are in exceptionally light 
supply, which imparts to holders a conf- 
dence. No changes were develope’ in the 


butter and cheese markets. Both of those 


staple articles remain in a weak and unsettled 
state, owing to the continued depression at the 
East and the increasing receipts, Dried truits 


were again quoted quiet, with most lines show- 


ing a lack of strength. In the fish market noth- 
ing new was developed. There was a fair move- 
ment in oils at about former quotations. Leather, 
tobacco, paipts, and coal were quoted as before. 

Lumber continues fairly active at the yards. 


The shipments to the West are liberal, and the 


appheations for are said to cxceed 
the supply. The sales of cargoes were fair at 
recent prices. The first detachment of another 


fleet began to arrive in the afternoon. Wool

sin—A Tollsome Journey, but One Amply 
Repaid by the View from the Summit. 
San Francisco Morning Call. 

Fuji-Yama, justly the pride and glory of the 
Japanese, and one of the must beautiful mount- 
alus in the world, rises solitary from a plain to 
the west of the Hakone Hills, toa hight of 13,- 
000 feet above the level of the sea. It is an ex- 
tinct volcano, the last eruption occurring about 
400 years ago, on which occasion ashes and cin- 
ders were carried by the wind to such a distance 
that the whole of Tokio, then called Yedo, 
though eighty miles from the scene, was cov- 
ered to a depth of several inches. At the same 
time the mountain, which till then had pre- 
sented to the eye of the observer 
the form of «a perfect cone, from 


whichever point viewed, experienced a 
sweliing or dulge“ on ite eastern shoulder, 


thereby marring, in a slight degree, the regu- 
larity of its contour, when seen from the north 
or south. It is covered with snow to one-third 
of the distance from the too, nine months out 
of the twelve, and the residents of Tokio can 
enthusiastically point it out to the stranger, 
rearing ite magnificent head far above the 
Hakone Hills, themselves rising to a height of 
5,000 feet. Representations of Fuji may be 
seen on fans, screens, pictures, lacquer and 
porcelain ware of all kinds, and on the tea- 
boxes which find their way to this country. 

During the summer months of June, July, 
and August its slopes are comperatively clear 
of snow, there remaining but a few small 

tebes in the shaded ravines, looking, from 

low, about the size uf a lady’s pocket-b er- 
chief, but in reality a mile or two in extent, and 
which serve as supplies of fresh water for the 
pi ms. 

pon the crest stands atemple dedicated to 

the deity of the mountain, and around this are 
scattered a number of wooden huts, built tor 
the accommodation of travelers who wish to 
pass the night uear the crater, though o 
to them hut few “ crater ’’ comforts... 

No sooner does the season than all the 
roads leading towards Fuji may be seen swarm- 
ing with men of all ages, dressed in white gar- 
ments (this color indicating the nature and des- 
tination of their pilgrimage), making their way 
from the most remote parte of the country, look- 

weary and footsore. 

he distance from the base to the summit by 
the trail, which runs io a zig-zag manner, is ten 
HN.“ or about twenty-five miles. On this path 
are ten stations, or resting-places, called Go,“ 
where the weary Doaha, “ or pilgrim, can regale 
himself with such meagre fare as coarse black 
rice, and a kind of root called Sato Imo,“ dis- 
tantly resembling a potato, washing them down 
with melted snow. The track, after a certain 
point, is scarcely distinguishabie, and running, 
as it does, over miles of cinders, into which the 
foot sinks above the ankle at every step, could 
not be traversed without an Annai,”’ or guide; 
hence the pilgrims ascend in “* batches,” a guide 
taking charge of each batch. 

The start is usually made early in the morn- 
ing, in order to reach the summit before sunset. 
On arriving at the zone where vegetation ceases, 
each person purchases a supply of waraji,”’ a 
common kind of sandal made of straw, three or 
four pairs of which he at once straps upon (or 
rather under) bis feet, one below the other, and 
the remainder be slings round his neck, in readi- 
ness for use as soon as their predecessors shall 
be worn out; the ashes and scoriz using them 
up 80 rapidly as to require a frequent renewal. 
Snould the traveler not be provided with 
enough, be can purchase more at any of the 
stations. The old ones are cast aside where 
they are changed, and the different tracks, both 
of ascent and descent; are strewn, at the close 
of the season, with countiess of these 
cast-olf sandals. <r 

The pilgrims, on arriving at their goal in the 
evening, visit the temple, say a short prayer, 
and then, distributing themselves amongst the 
huts, partake of a very simple suoper, consist- 
ing this time solely of the aforesaid Sato 
Iwo” and an infusion ot some herb dignified by 

“tea,” after which, being 

“played out,” they throw 

on their and, huddling 

together to keep warm (the temperature 

being below freezing point), sleep soundly till 

morning. Rising at break of day, they perform 

their ablutions, and scramble ant upon the 

masses of lava towards the east, there to await 

in patient and revereut expectation the rising of 

the orb of day,—the emblem of the Japanese 

Empire, and from whom the present Emperor 
is descended in an unbroken line. 

On the appearance of the sun the whole con- 
course of anxious watchers at once bow down in 
bomage, and repeat ore at the same time 
“telling their beads.“ This ceremony lasts but 
afew minutes, after which they climb back 
toward the crater, und to the temple, 
where they offer up more prayers, and each 
taking off bis upper garment or tunic, hands it 
to the Bodzei or priest, who stamps some 
large characters upon the back of it, and re- 
turns it to the owner, who then deposits a small 
fee or offering, and proceeds to breakfast off 
the same uninviting dish, and the same inky- 
looking tea as on the preceding evening. 
This over, be visite a mineral s 
edge of the crater, the waters of wh 
to possess extraordinary virtues, and 
provided himself with a phial, hands it to the 
— priest, who, for a small “‘ considera- 
tion, fills it, and se the poor pilgrim on his 
way rejoicing. 

Streams of “Dosha” may be scen wending 
their way toward their distant homes, each ove 
with the stamo on his back and the phial of 
water suspended from his neck. in many in- 
stances relatives come forth to meet the dey- 
otee far from home, sometimes fifty miles, and 
escort the tired traveler the remainder of his 
journey. immediately after his return he gives 
a ‘*Chiso,” or feast, to which are invited rela- 
tives and friends, to whom he recounts the inci- 
dents’ of his journey, probably “stretching” 
considerably, to judge by the quantity of 
sake, or wine, required to enabie his state- 
ments to be swallowed. 

Of late years Fuji has been honored (the natives 
woulda sav desecrated ) by the presence of for- 
eign tourists of every nationality, but few of 
these care to pass a night at the summit, The 
usual plan is, to ascend as faras the fifth station, 
and there rest till morning, when the jouroey is 
resumed, and the crater is reached by noon, 
leaving sufficieht time to accomplish half the 
descent before nichtfall, when another halt is 
made; the remainder of the dowuv ard — 
being completed leisurely the following day. 
Almost fovariably tourists, whether native or 
foreign, ascend and descend oy different routes; 
thus offering two totally different landscapes, as 
well as considerably lessening the tediousness 
inseparable from such an excursion. While the 
native pilgrims carry no food or extra clothing 
with them, but trust entirely to luck, foreigners 
Une to do the thing more comfortably, and, with 
this object in view, generally set out well suv- 
plied with creature comforts, such as 

: canned meats, preserves, bott led 
cigars. A supply

climbing. This stage was very agreeable, sbel- 
tered, as we were, from the rays of the sun by 
the branches overhead, while our attention was 
called frequently to pivces of interest,—now a 


| cavern formed br the lava, which I explored un- 


til the rool, studded with sharp points, became 
80 low as to threaten not only to comb my heir 
free of expense, but to deprive me ot it alto- 
gether. Furtherup we came toaspot where 
the trees for a mile on each side were lying pros- 
trate, having been borne down by the irresistible 
force of an avalanche of snow. Again, a 
ravine formed by the carrying away of 
an enormous siice of the mountain by 
the melted snows. Our road wound through 
a forest, at first denge, but gradually, as 
we ascended, the trees beuame more and more 
scattered and stunted, the camphor, oak, cbher- 
rv, and others giving place to the pine and fir, 
till, on at taining what is called the first ‘*Go,” 
or resting-place, but little vegetation remained. 
We here parted with our steed, and set out over 
a desert track, at first consisting of solid lava 
and loose pieces of rock, which graduaily gave 
place toashes and cinders. On reaching this 
point, my companions exchanged their forcign 
shoes for waraji,”’ but I, thinking there was 
„nothing like leather for such work, chose to 
continue in my boots. Before reaching the 
crater I had reason to alter my opinion, for 
often did I stop to take off my kutsu and 
shake out the cinders. 

It wasadreary climb; the exertion caused 
copious perspiration, while dense clouds, laden 
with moisture, were driven Reet us, enveloping 
us, and chilling us to the marrow if we paused 
to rest. Half way up we halted for lunch, and 
attacked the ham with the voracity of sherks, 
accompanying it with draughts of claret, cooled 
by placing it in a handful of snow, a supply of 
which is kept at every station. 

Arriving very tired at the ninth “Go,” I 
looked towards the summit, which appeared al- 
most overhead, and not mare than balf a mile 
distant, and cried out Come on, gentlemen, a 
few minutes more and it’s over’’: but the half- 
mile proved to be three good miles, and the 
„ ſew minutes to be three bours of hard toil 
over rough rocks of lava, the rarity of the at- 
mosphere obliging us to pause every ten or Gf- 
teen paces to breathe, while the fear of freezing 
urged us onward. 

We reached our destination about 7 o’clock, 
and my friends and I at once dispatched a hearty 
meal of such orovisions as were ready cooked in 
the hovel, bunger making us utterly indifferent 
as to the quality of the food, and being too tired 
to think of my own. private stock, we all 
turned in.“ that is, laydown, huddling close 
together, and, coveted only by a thin * quilt,’’ 
in a dismal and dirty room, . biackened 
by smoke, and lighted only by a miserable 
wick in a saucer of oil. In less than five 
minutes we were unconscious of ail 
these discomforts, and at daybreak next moru- 
ing rose as fresh as larks, and without a vestige 
of fatigue, owing to the great altitude. Aiter 
verforming our ablutions. with snow, and 
making a tolerable breakfast from my store, we 
took our way toward the rocks, and posted our- 
selves with the “other pilgrims” in waiti 
for the King of Day to rise. After some time o 
s.lent expectation, and beginning to think that 
his Majesty had old-fashioned notions of pro- 
priety, and objected to “getup” in the pres- 
ence of so many spectators, he suddenly opened 
one eve, and by d rose from the purple- 
tinted bed of clouds bounding the horizon. At 
first, only the extreme top of Fuji was tipped 
with his rays, while the towns and villages 
below were still slumbering; but the boundary 
of shadow was so marked t as the 
sun continued to rise, the black ven 
could be seen to recede further and 
further down the sides of the mount- 
ain, till, one by one, the busy haunts of men 
merged from night into day, and, though a pro- 
found silénce reigned around us, we could im- 
agine the lark already greeting 0 Teuto 
Sama with his early song. The sight was in- 
tensely interesting, and, the morning being 
clear, a magnificent panorama was spread be- 
neath us. Lhe ocean lay apparently at our feet, 
stretching to the Eastern borizon,—converted, 
as by magic, into a vast sea of liquid gold, its 
surface unbroken save by the long regular 
swelis and rolled towards the beach, and which 

ly added to the generai effect. The Ha- 

one Hills seemed as mere earthworks, while 
the Lake of Hakone, many miles in extent, ap- 
peared ridiculously insignificant. Yohohama 
with its shipping, and Takio with its temples, 
though eighty miles away, lav apparently at the 
base of the mountam. Often had I read travel- 
ers’ descriptions of the sunrise, as seen from 
great altitudes, and I felt myself on this occa- 
sion fully repaid.for the fatigues of the previous 


day. 

Atter half an bour of silent contemplation, the 
excessive cold warned us to be moving; so we 
scrambled back to the crater, which is sma!l,— 
being Only two and a haif miles in circum ter- 
ence, and about tive bundred feet in depth,—and 
turned our faces homewards, that is, by the 
“ Kudari,” or descending path. My boots, from 
the ill-usage of the day before, proved, ou in- 
spetion, too dilapidated and unfit for the rough 
work still in store for us; so, profiting by er- 
perience and friendly advice, I strapped on three 
pairs of sandals, and, all being ready, alpen- 
stocks in hand, we started off down an incime of 
45 degrees as if we were mn from an erup- 
tion. Now began the fun. Taking enormous 
strides, sliding in the ashes two or three feet at 
every step, sometimes our heels would travel 
faster than our bodies, causing us involuntarily 
to assume a sitting posture, and to glide down 
with a velocity highly detrimental to a certain 
portion of our attire, till brought up by a pro- 
ecting rock ur a friendly hand. Olten an un- 
ucky one lost eutire command over himself, 
rolled down a considerable distance till stopped 
by some one in advance, and not unfrequent! 
the latter would lose his balance, when 
would revolve in concert amid shouts of laugh- 
ter from his companions. This, though appar- 
ently amusing, is not unattended with danger, 
broken limbs being sometimes the result of 
striking the rocks. 

We continued this “seven-league boot kind 
of descent till the slope became more gradual, 
when we somewhat siackened our beadloug 
pace, though still making big strides, and en- 
tered a gine lud of forest. The first vil- 
lage was reached about. noon, and, after a rest 
and a hearty meal of hard-boiled. eggs and 
sweetmeats, the descent was resumed at a fair 
pace till we arrived at another village, where my 
friends, out of courtesy, offered me a pack- 
horse again, and which I, from the same motive, 
was fain toaccept. The road was so steep that 
the noble animal” was in a vertical position 
most of the time,—somewhat like a fiv crawling 
down a wall. How he preserved his footing and 
how I prevented myself from slid over his 
head, remain mysteries to me to this day.
